I, Nanci Manfredi, do attest as follows: 



1 . I have been actively engaged as the docketing clerk at Norris McLaughlin 
& Marcus PA for a period of nine (9) years. Prior to that, I was the 
docketing clerk for my prior firm, Sprung, Kramer, Schaefer & Briscoe, 
which was merged with Norris McLaughlin & Marcus PA for a period of 
nineteen (19) years. 
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2. During the above term, I have been the sole person permitted to make 
entries and enter changes to our docketing system "CPP at our firm's New 
York offices. No attorney or other staff member may enter any changes, 
including additions or deletions, to the docketing record. 

3 . It is my primary responsibility to docket all communications received 
from the USPTO in a timely manner during the normal course of my day- 
to-day duties. 

4. All correspondence from the Patent Office is delivered to me, I enter the 
receipt of correspondence from the Patent Office into our docketing 
system, "CPI" for each particular matter, and enter the due-date for the 
response.
